Today is Wednesday, May 20, the 140th day 
of 1970. 
Tt also is Livelihood Day of Michigan Week, 
one of eight days which embrace special interests 
in the annual statewide observance. 
Michigan Challenge, the official publica­ 
tion of the Michigan State Chamber of Com­ 
merce, points out in its April issue that Mich­ 
igan Week is 17 years old, dating back to 1953 
when the idea germinated with a few business­ 
men, educators, industrialists, labor leaders and 
concerned citizens. 
The first Michigan Week in 1954 involved 
a few hundred citizens. This year more than 
15,000 unpaid volunteers are at work in every 
community in the state bringing to the atten­ 
tion of the people the unique features that make 
Michigan the great state that it is. 
Growth in tile state, for example, has been 
remarkable, according to facts developed by the 
Research Division of the Office of Economic 
Expansion. 
• Michigan’s gross state product rose to 
$42.8 billion in 1969; 
• Michigan motor vehicle industries pro­ 
vide 45 per cent of the nation’s employment in 
that category; 
• More than one third of all completed 
motor vehicles are assembled in Michigan; 
• Michigan has one out of every three 
workers employed in factories compared to one 
out of four in the nation; 
• Weekly wages in manufacturing were 
$168 as 1969 ended. The national average was 
$134. 
Per capita income in 1968 was $3,675. This 
is $254 higher than the national average of 
$3,421. 
• Michigan continues in first place rank­ 
ing in the nation in production of motor vehi­ 
cles, grey iron foundaries, cereals, sporting 
goods equipment, special tools and dies, public 
building furniture, hardware, screw machine 
products, steel springs, conveyors and industrial 
patterns. 
The Midwest Research Institute reporting 
on the “Quality of Life in the United States’* 
places Michigan in first place in the quality of 
economic growth. The Georgia Institute of Tech­ 
nology in a report on industrial development lists 
Michigan in first place in the nation for increase 
in manufacturing employment with 207,000 new 
jobs between 1958 and 1965. 
Although the Upper Peninsula — Delta 
County probably should l>e considered an ex­ 
ception with the industrial development in the 
area now and in the past several years— gen­ 
erally has not shared in the industrial growth 
of the state and, in fact, has suffered some re­ 
verses, Upper Peninsulans need not feel slight­ 
ed during this 17th Michigan Week. 
Michigan Week is for the entire state, in­ 
cluding the IL P., and although the area has a 
distinctly different character and pace than De­ 
troit and Wayne County most Upper Peninsulans 
would have it no other way. There is something 
to be said for avoiding the metropolitan rat race 
and m ost people who reside in the U. P. have 
made that choice. 
Somehow, it makes for more pleasant living.

Age Is An Asset 


The Peace Corps, according to its ex-vol­ 
unteers, is more helpful to the corpsmen than 
it is to the underdeveloped countries. 
A poll taken for the organization shows that 
only one out of four felt their services had great­ 
ly aided the host country while over nine out 
of IO thought the coips was “very valuable” to 
themselves. Some tonner members who respond­ 
ed to the poll were so doubtful as to their ac­ 
complishments that one out of five felt they 
would have done more 
if they had stayed at 
home and offered their services for social work 
in the United States. Whether they would have 
pitched in at home is questionable since the 
Peace Corps’ biggest appeal was the chance to 
travel and live in a foreign country. Glamor, not 
the prospect of hard work in primitive condi­ 
tions. has been the primary attraction . 
Another survey of former Peace Corpsmen 
perhaps explains why the volunteers have not 
been doing the job it was hoped they would do 
when President Kennedy established the organ­ 
ization nine years ago. Tile second report sug­ 
gests that the Peace Corps should recruit more 
technicians and skilled laborers. In other words, 
the corps should appeal more to experienced el­ 
ders and less to idealistic, untrained youth. Good 
intentions and zeal don’t take the place of know­ 
ledge. 
That the Peace Corps director. Joseph ll. 
Blatehford, has responded to the advice of the 
second poll is a good sign. He proposes to recruit 
craftsmen, farmers a n d vocational specialists 
into the ranks by promoting the idea that “age 
is an asset.” What he suggests is what private 
self-help organizations and missionaries have 
been doing for a century. 
Blatch ford’s move is an obvious move to 
erase the image of the Peace Corps as a hotbed 
of youthful radicalism bent on politicking against 
the war in Vietnam and interfering in the in­ 
ternal affairs of other countries. If the corps 
is to .survive increasing hostility in Congress, it 
must prove that it can help other countries and 
in the process provide benefits to the United 
States.

PI,EA FOR COMPASSION 
Though I hope the following 
expression does not bear a title 
as dramatic as “An Open la tte r 
to Miss Judy Henslec” or “An­ 
other Venomous Letter,” I am 
addressing my remarks to you 
personally, and I am doing so 
for two reasons. 
First, we, the writers of the 
“Taking Issue” Letter, which 
appeared in last Tuesday’s edi­ 
tion of the Press, have received 
a considerable amount of criti­ 
cism since the letter’s publica­ 
tion. The effect, needless to say, 
has 
been 
singularly 
over­ 
whelming, as we seem to have 
become transformed, overnight 
and in Cinderella fashion, from 
a group of benignly dull college 
professors 
into 
the 
public’s 
vision of a balding “Escanaba 
Five” — complete with fangs, 
violent manifestos and molotov 
cocktails. Because of this and to 
set the record straight, some of 
us are attempting to correct this 
obvious misconception. 
Second, I am addressing my 
letter to you. Judy, because, of 
all the criticism we have re­ 
ceived, I consider yours to be 
the 
most 
intelligently 
and 
thoughtfully 
written; 
accord­ 
ingly I feel that you are the 
critic most likely to hear me out, 
objectively and dispassionately, 
before judging the merits of my 
point of view, which, I hope, 
will become clearer as I discuss 
it in relation to your argument. 
Though your letter was lucid 
and forceful, its most discon­ 
certing feature was that, in­ 
stead of focusing on our issues 
(the government of laws, the 
need for understanding, etc), it 
took us to task for the state­ 
ments we did not make, but, 
presumably, should have made. 
Because we failed to mention 
the school closings, the infringe­ 
ment on the rights of the peace­ 
ful students, and the repression 
of the Guardsmen, you accused 
us of neglecting — or, worse 
yet, choosing to neglect — “the 
underlying causes and effects of 
those events.” 
In a w’ay, you were half 
right. Everyone who has read 
the FTess in recent days knows 
that the Kent State tragedy 
brought in its wake a tidal wave 
of tragedy and inconvenience 
for millions not involved in the 
actual shootings. For this rea­ 
son. and for the sake of unity, 
w'e didn’t see fit to belabor the 
obvious, though tragic, effects, 
but sought instead the cause, 
the needle of meaning in the 
haystack 
of 
confusion. 
We 
realized 
that no amount 
of 
rhetoric could reverse the ter­ 
ror, or reopen the schools, or 
restore the lives of the slain 
students. Instead, we tried to lo­ 
cate the cause in the hopes that 
by alerting others to this men­ 
ace we could, in a small way, 
influence a reversal of the dan­ 
gerous polarization of youth and 
age that is rending our nation 
asunder. 
Passing over the easy answers 
of the radical left, who blamed 
the events entirely on the Presi­ 
dent and his Cambodia policy, 
and the reactionary right, w'ho 
simply wrote off an entire gen­ 
eration of students as a ragtag 
collection of unwashed m urder­ 
ers, we wrote not so much to 
chastise the Guard as to deplore 
aa attitude, feeling that the 
shootings at Kent State (which, 
I’m happy to see, you regard as 
tragic) were justifiable, that 
the deaths of the students were 
to be d us missed as nothing more 
than “tough luck.” 
Characterizing this attitude as 
backlash mentality, and seeing 
in its elimination a rational 
hope for peace, I. for one, was 
labeled a Communist by com­ 
plete strangers and laughed at 
by those who thoughtlessly con­ 
sidered our serious pica for re­ 
conciliation to be a flowery tour 
de force of rhetoric; these re­ 


sponses were ignored, but you, 
Judy, implied that I, as a parent 
of a future college age student, 
am not interested or concerned. 
Nothing could be more un­ 
true. Even though I may come 
off as a sort of poor man's 
Gore Vidal 
(your letter, 
of 
course, would make Bill Buck­ 
ley proud), I will not allow my 
Renaissance diction to be used 
against me as a charge of fri­ 
volity. In fact, it is precisely 
because I am about to become a 
parent that I am so “fired up” 
to correct the injustices of our 
society. Because I regard the 
prospect of parenthood in a 
time of strife with no small 
amount of trepidation, and be­ 
cause I regard backlash men­ 
tality as the primary fomenter 
of this strife, I will clarify my 
position in words that cannot 
be misunderstood. 
I equated backlash mentality 
with repression, by which 
I 
meant not only the knocking of 
heads but an attitude of intol­ 
erance, the hallmark of which 
is a tendency to stereotype, to 
rob individuals of their indivi­ 
duality. And in this womb of 
intolerance I find, invariably, 
the child of violence. 
Let’s face it — America’s en­ 
tire history is littered with the 
garbage of violence, with hate­ 
ful confrontations between im­ 
migrants and established resi­ 
dents, labor unions and m an­ 
agement, this ethnic group and 
that ethnic group, more recent­ 
ly the blacks and whites, and 
now Hie young and the old. We 
have repressed, we have not 
tolerated, and we have reaped a 
whirlwind of violence, which — 
for the benefit of those who 
have asserted contrariwise — I 
consider to be an evil that is 
neither to be desired nor con­ 
doned. 
Yet we needn’t be bound by 
past mistakes; though we have 
failed in the past to head off 
polarization, the father of vio­ 
lence, the majority of our youth, 
I firmly believe, can be recon­ 
ciled to us, and in this way: 
(1) 
The hard-core violent 
minority of students can and 
should be restrained, but by 
professionals — policemen, per­ 
haps Army troops if necessary, 
or even properly trained Na­ 
tional Guardsmen, who, as you 
mentioned, were not criticized 
for their handling of the Detroit 
Riot of 1967. As a resident of 
the Detrait area during that 
insurrection, I feel qualified to 
remind you that the Guard suc­ 
ceeded in its efforts to restrain, 
not 
bludgeon, 
because 
its 
troops, who were not issued live 
ammo for the first three days, 
cordoned off the areas of revolt 
and contained them. Moreover, 
they were deployed in conjunc­ 
tion with professional soldiers, 
the paratroopers. Had the Ohio 
Guard 
followed 
this 
policy, 
Sandra Lee Scheuer would not 
have been killed on her way to 
class during the Kent State riot 
(Time, May 18. page 14). (In­ 
cidentally, as a former student 
of San Francisco State and the 
University of Michigan, I hasten 
to remind you that demonstra­ 
tions are not that easy to avoid; 
often I would find myself sur­ 
rounded by demonstiators while 
I was walking to class. To think 
that such bad timing would, in 
the e y e s of many, justify my 
death strikes me as incredibly 
callous.) 
(2) We can learn to distin­ 
guish 
individuals again. The 
criminals of the student popu­ 
lation, as all lawbreakers, must 
be dealt with as criminals. But 
the vast majority of students 
are eager to prove themselves 
worthy of joining adult society. 
Yet the letters in the Press of 
the last few days have typified 
the way in which these good 
and decent members of society 
are received: 
“I am fed up with the situa­ 


tion created by . . . students” 
(Karl J. Hammar, May 14). 
“... The students burned the 
ROTO building and broke win­ 
dows in the downtown area. 
They burn their draft cards...” 
etc., (James A. Miller, May 14). 
“Discipline 
(is a) 
subject 
basictally 
unknown 
to 
the 
‘Spook’ 
generation” 
(David 
Hittle and Donald Miller, May 
16). 
Does there exast any better 
evidence 
of 
stereotyping? 
These writers are 
implying, 
by their omission of qualify­ 
ing adjectives, that you, Judy, 
are an undisciplined building 
burner, window breaker, and 
all-round creator of bad situa­ 
tions. This may not disturb 
you, but I (and probably the 
18,000 students at Kent State 
who took no part in the dem­ 
onstrations, but still received 
the blame) 
regard 
such in­ 
discriminate labeling as an in­ 
sult to the entire notion of 
truth. 
(3) We, the young and old 
alike, need a change of heart. 
It’s convenient to assume that 
student violence Is the fruit 
of professional 
agitation 
(of 
course there is some) and then 
proceed summarily to knock 
heads, but as I’ve said before, 
it won’t get us anywhere. You 
said. Judy, that “the only pro­ 
blem with today’s youth (in­ 
cluding 
every 
student, 
pre­ 
sumably) is that it is having 
a giant temper tantrum and 
needs to have 
its collective 
rear end spanked and allow­ 
ance taken away until it grows 
up.” But the facts refute your 
argument. Your school, Bay de 
Noc Community College, has 
a IOO per cent record of non­ 
violence; its students have dis­ 
tinguished themselves in count­ 
less endeavors (e.g., the Stud­ 
ent Government’s dinners for 
senior citizens, the Vets Club’s 
collections for Head Start, the 
International Relations 
Club's 
support of an orphanage) and 
have borne themselves with a 
demeanor 
befitting the most 
mature adults. The main rea­ 
son for their cooperative be­ 
havior (I will include you too. 
Judy) is that they have been 
brought up by their parents to 
respect the rights 
of 
others; 
yet, I don’t think we should 
discount the fact (if I may 
toot a horn) that they have 
likewise been treated with re­ 
spect by a faculty that gen­ 
uinely cares for their welfare 
and an administration 
whose 
door, as it says, “is always 
open.” 
From tins derives tile fact 
that I have laid the major re­ 
sponsibility 
for 
reconciliation 
upon the adults. Students, in 
the agonizing process of grow­ 
ing up, model their attitudes 
and behavior after adults; but, 
being perceptive, they regard 
not what we say but what we 
do. If we are 
hateful, 
our 
children are hateful; if we are 
intolerant, they are intolerant. 
On the other hand, if we gen­ 
uinely treat students with dig­ 
nity (before they even consider 
violence), ii we show them by 
our actions that grievances are 
best handled within the frame­ 
work of law, we can lessen or 
eliminate the agony of estra­ 
ngement. 
Harvard psychiatris Dr. A. 
M. Nicholi posited an intere- 
M. Nicholi posited an inter­ 
esting corollary on page one of 
blamed the “emotional emp­ 
tiness of the American home” 
for campus unrest, saying that” 
... refusal of parents, college 
administrators and government 
leaders to listen 
to 
students 
‘and affirm their worth as hu­ 
man beings’ 
complicates 
the 
problem,” and leads 
honest, 


searching students to frustra­ 
tion and hostility. As a solu­ 
tion, he recommends a return 
to 
“three 
basic premises of 
human relations” — patience, 
compassion, and love. 
Patience, Compassion. Love. 
The very words 
sound 
trite 
and corny in an era that pre­ 
fers to speak 
of 
“beating,” 
“squashing” 
a n d 
“getting 
tough.” Yet, as I staled begore, 
we have no choice. The founda­ 
tion of every state, as Diogenes 
reminds us, is its youth. 
History 
may 
record 
that 
America overcame its short­ 
comings and streng!heiled its 
foundation, or it may record— 
and this is the real “crying 
shame”—that the greatness of 
this nation was rent by the 
whirlwinds of irrationality and 
hate, that nothing remained, 
in the canyon of time, but the 
sad echo of a civilization that 
brought trouble upon its own 
house 
and 
very literally in­ 
herited the wind.

Ag e Is An Asset 


The Peace Coi-ps, according to its ex -v ol­ 
unteers, is more helpful to the corpsmen than 
it is to the underdev eloped countnes. 
A poll taken for the org anization shows that 
only one out of four felt their serv ices had g reat- 
l.v aided the host country while ov er nine out 
of 10 thoug ht the coips was “ v ery v aluable” to 
themselv es. Some former members who respond­ 
ed to the poll were so doubtful as to their ac­ 
complishments that one out of fiv e felt they 
WT>uld hav e done more 
if the.v had sta.v ed at 
home and offered their serv ices for social work 
in the United States. Whether they would hav e 
pitched in at home is questionable since tlie 
Peace Corps’ big g est appeal was the chance to 
trav el and liv e in a foreig n country . Glamor, not 
the prospect of hard work in primitiv e condi­ 
tions, has been the primary attraction . 
Another surv ey of former Peace Corpsmen 
perhaps ex plains why the v olunteers hav e not 
been doing the job it was lioped they would do 
when President Kennedy established the org an­ 
ization nine y ears ag o. llie second report sug ­ 
g ests that the Peace Corps should recruit more 
technicians and skilled laboi'ers. In other words, 
the corps should appeal more to ex perienced el­ 
ders and less to idealistic, untrained y outh. Good 
intentions and zeal don’t take the place of know­ 
ledg e. 
That the Peace Corps director. J oseph IT. 
Blatchford, has responded to the adv ice of the 
second poll is a g ood sig n. He proposes to recruit 
craftsmen, fanners a n d v ocational specialists 
into the ranks by promoting the idea that “ ag e 
is an asset.” What he sug g ests is what priv ate 
self-help org anizations and missionaries hav e 
been doing for a century . 
Blatchford’s mov e is an obv ious mov e to 
erase the imag e of the Peace Corps as a hotl)ed 
of y outhful radicalism bent on politicking ag ainst 
the war in Vietnam and intertering in the in­ 
ternal affairs of other countries. If the corps 
is to surv iv e increasing hostility in Cong ress, it 
must prov e that it can help other countries and 
in the process prov ide benefits to the United 
States.

J ohn Dani, a junior at the Hermansv lile 
Hig h School, h a s l>een selected by Northern 
Michig an Univ ersity for a 19 7 0 Summer Science 
Training Prog ram sponsored by the National 
Science Foundation. The prog ram is desig ned to 
prov ide the 45 hig h school boy s and g irls from 
around the nation, wlio will be participating , 
with more backg i-ound in new problems in the 
study of science and mathematics, methods of 
research in the phy sical sciences, knowledg e of 
v arious fields of science in order to help them 
make a discriminating choice of areas for furth­ 
er study , and the opportunity to use scientific 
equipment and techniques not readily av ailable 
in their own schools.

PLEA FOR COMPASSION 
Thoug h I hope the following 
ex pression doe.s not bear a title 
as dramatic as “An Open I.,etter 
to Miss Judy Henslee” or “An­ 
other Venomous Letter,'’ T am 
addre.'ising my remarks to y ou 
personally , and I am doing .so 
for two I'easons. 
First, we, the writers of the 
“Taking Issue” Letter, which 
appeared in last Tuesday ’s edi­ 
tion of the Pre.ss, hav e receiv ed 
a considerable amount of criti­ 
cism since the letter’s publica­ 
tion. The effect, needless to say , 
has 
been 
sing ularly 
ov er­ 
whelming . as we .seem to hav e 
become transformed, ov ernig ht 
and in Cinderella fashion, from 
a g roup of benig nly dull cf>lleg e 
professors 
into 
the 
public’s 
v ision of a balding “Escanaba 
Fiv e” — complete with fang s, 
v iolent manifestos and molotov 
cocktails. Because of this and to 
set the record straig ht, some of 
us are attempting to coiTect this 
obv ious misconception. 
Second, I am addressing my 
letter to y ou, Judy , because, of 
all the criticism we hav e re­ 
ceiv ed, I consider y ours to be 
the 
mo.st 
intellig ently 
and 
thoug htfully 
written; 
accord­ 
ing ly I feel that y ou are the 
critic most likely to hear me out, 
objectiv ely and dispa.ssionatcly , 
before judg ing the merits of my 
point of v iew, which, I hope, 
will become clearer as I discuss 
it in relation to y our arg ument. 
Thoug h y our letter was lucid 
and forceful, its most discon­ 
certing feature was that, in­ 
stead of focusing on our issues 
(the g ov ernment of laws, the 
need for understanding , etc), it 
took us to task for the state­ 
ments we did not make, but, 
presumably , should hav e made. 
Because we failed to mention 
the school closing s, the infring e­ 
ment on the rig hts of the peac'e- 
ful students, and the reprGssion 
of the Guardsmen, y ou accused 
us of neg lecting — or, worse 
y et, choosing to neg lect — “the 
underly ing causes and effects of 
those ev ents.” 
In a way , y ou were half 
rig ht. Ew ry one who has read 
the Press in recent day s knows 
that the Kent State trag edy 
broug ht in its wake a tidal wav e 
of trag edy and inconv enience 
for millions not inv oh-ed in the 
actual shooting s. For this rea­ 
son, and for the sake of unity , 
we didn’t see fit to belabor the 
obv ious, thoug h trag ic, effec'ts, 
but soug ht instead the cause, 
the needle of meaning in the 
hay stack 
of 
confu.'^ion. 
We 
realized 
that no 
amount 
of 
rhetoric could rev ei'se the ter­ 
ror, or reopen the schools, or 
re.store the liv es of the .‘^lain 
students. Instead, we tried to lo­ 
cate the cause in the hopes that 
by alerting others to this men­ 
ace w^e could, in a small way , 
influence a rev ersal of the dan­ 
g erous polarization of y outh and 
ag e that is i-ending our nation 
asunder. 
Passing ov'er the easy answers 
of the radical left, who blamed 
the ev ents entirely on the Presi­ 
dent and his Cambodia policy , 
and the reactionary rig ht, who 
simply wrote off an entire g en­ 
eration of students as a rag tag 
collection of unwashed m urder­ 
ers, we wrote not so much to 
chastise the Guard as to deplore 
an attitude, feeling that the 
shooting s at Kent .State (which, 
I’m happy to see, y ou reg ard as 
trag ic) were justifiable, that 
the deaths of the students were 
to be dismissed as nothing more 
than “toug h luck.” 
Characterizing this attitude as 
backlash mentality , and seeing 
in its elimination a rational 
hope for i>eac€ , I, for one, was 
labeled a Communist by com­ 
plete strang ers and laug hed at 
by those w'ho thoug htlessly con­ 
sidered our sej'ious. plea for re ­ 
conciliation to be a flowery tour 
de force of rhetoric; these re­ 


sponses wei-e ig nored, but y ou, 
Judy , implied that I, as a parent 
of a future colleg e ag e student, 
am not interested or concerned. 
Nothing could be more un­ 
true. Ev en thoug h I may come 
off as a sort of poor m an’s 
Gore Vidal 
(y our 
letter, 
of 
cour.^e, would make Bill Buck­ 
ley proud), I will not allow my 
Renais-^ance diction to be u.sed 
ag ainst me as a charg e of fri­ 
v olity . In fact, it is precisely 
becaiLse I am about to become a 
parent that I am so “fired up” 
to correct the injustices of our 
society . Because I reg ard the 
pro.spect of parenthood in a 
time of strife with no small 
amount of trepidation, and be­ 
cause I reg ard backlash men­ 
tality as the primary fomenter 
of this strife, I will clarify my 
position in words that cannot 
be misunderstood. 
I equated backlash mentality 
with repression, by which 
I 
meant not only the knocking of 
heads but an attitude of intol­ 
erance, the hallmark of which 
is a tendency to stereoty pe, to 
rob indiv iduals of their indiv i­ 
duality , And in this womb of 
intolerance I find, inv ariably , 
the child of v iolence. 
Let’s face it — America’s en­ 
tire history is littered with the 
g arbag e of v iolence, with hate­ 
ful confrontations between im­ 
mig rants and established resi­ 
dents, labor unions and m an­ 
ag ement, this ethnic g roup and 
that ethnic g roup, more recent­ 
ly the blacks and whites, and 
now the y oung and the old. We 
hav e repressed, w'^e hav e not 
tolerated, and we hav e reaped a 
whirlwind of v iolence, which —< 
for the benefit of those who 
hav e asserted contrariwise — I 
consider to be an ev il that is 
neither to be desired nor con­ 
doned. 
Yet we needn’t be bound by 
past mistakes: thoug h we hav e 
failed in the past to head off 
polarization, the father of v io­ 
lence, the majority of our y outh, 
I finnly believ e, can be recon­ 
ciled to us, and in this way : 
(1) 
The hard-core v iolent 
minority of students can and 
should be restrained, but by 
professionals — policemen, per­ 
haps Army troops if necessary , 
or ev en properly trained Na­ 
tional Guardsmen, who, as y ou 
mentioned, were not criticized 
for their handling of the Detroit 
Riot of 1967, As a resident of 
the Detrait area during that 
insurrection, I feel qualified to 
remind y ou that the Guard suc­ 
ceeded in its efforts to restrain, 
not 
bludg eon, 
because 
its 
troops, who were not issued liv e 
ammo for the first three day s, 
cordoned off the areas of rev olt 
and contained them. Moreov er, 
they were deploy ed in conjunc­ 
tion with professional soldiers, 
the paratroopers. Had the Ohio 
Guard 
followed 
this 
policy , 
Sandra Lee Scheuer would not 
hav e been killed on her way to 
cla.ss during the Kent State riot 
(Time. May 18 , pag e 14). (In­ 
cidentally , as a former student 
o f San Francisco State and the 
Univ ersity of Michig an, I hasten 
to remind y ou that demonstra­ 
tions are not that easy to av oid; 
often I would find my self sur­ 
rounded by demonsiti atoi’s while 
I was walking to class. To think 
that such bad timing would, in 
the ey es of many , justify my 
death .strikes me as incredibly 
callous.) 
(2) We can learn to distin­ 
g uish indiv iduals ag ain. The 
criminals of the student popu­ 
lation, as all lawbreakers, must 
be dealt with as criminals. But 
the v ast m ajority of students 
are eag er to prov e themselv es 
worthy of joining adult society . 
Yet the letters in the Press of 
the last few day s hav e ty pified 
the way in which these g ood 
and decent membera of society 
are receiv ed: 
“I am fed up with the situa­ 


tion created by . . . students” 
(Karl J. Hammar, May 14). 
“... The students burned the 
ROTC building and broke win­ 
dows in the downtown area. 
They bum their draft cards...” 
etc., (James A. Miller, May 1 4) . 
“Discipline 
(is a) 
subject 
basicially 
unknown 
to 
the 
‘Spock’ 
g eneration” 
(Dav id 
Hittle and Donald Miller, May 
16). 
Does there ex ist any better 
ev idence 
of 
stereoty ping ? 
These writers ara 
imply ing , 
by their omission of qualify ­ 
ing adjectiv es, that y ou, Judy , 
are an undisciplined building 
burner, window breaker, and 
all-round creator of bad situa­ 
tions. 
This may not disturb 
y ou, but I (and probably the 
18 ,000 students at Kent State 
who took no part in the dem­ 
onstrations, but still receiv ed 
the blame) 
reg ard such in­ 
discriminate labeling as an in­ 
sult to the entire notion of 
truth. 
(3) We. the y oung and old 
alike, need a chang e of heart. 
It’s conv enient to assume that 
student v iolence is the fruit 
of professional 
ag itation 
(of 
course there is some) and then 
proceed summarily to knock 
heads, but as I’ve said before, 
it won’t g et us any where. You 
said, Judy , that “the only pro­ 
blem with today ’s y outh (in­ 
cluding 
every 
student, 
pre­ 
sumably ) is that it is hav ing 
a g iant tem per tantrum and 
needs to hav e its cx >ileetive 
rear end spanked and allow­ 
ance taken away until it g rows 
up.” But the facts refute y our 
arg ument. Your school. Bay de 
Noe Community Colleg e, has 
a 100 per cent record of non­ 
v iolence; its students hav e dis­ 
ting uished themselv es in count- 
le.ss endeav ors (e.g ., the Stud­ 
ent Gov ernment’s dinners for 
senior citizens, the Vets Club’s 
collections for Head Start, the 
International Relations 
Club’s 
support of an orphanag e) and 
hav e borne themselv es with a 
demeanor 
befitting the most 
m ature adults. The main rea­ 
son for their cooperativ e be­ 
hav ior (I will include y ou too. 
Judy ) is that they hav e been 
broug ht up by their parents to 
respect the rig hts 
of 
others; 
y et, I don’t think we should 
discount the fact (if I may 
toot a horn) that they hav e 
likewise been treated with re- 
si>ect by a faculty that g en­ 
uinely cares for their welfare 
and an adm inistration 
whose 
door, as it say s, “is alway s 
open.” 
From this deriv es the fact 
that I hav e laid the m ajor re­ 
sponsibility 
for reconciliation 
upon the adults. Students, in 
the ag onizing process of g row­ 
ing up, model thefr attitudes 
and behav ior after adults; but, 
being perc'eptiv e, they reg ard 
not what we say but w hat we 
do. If we are 
hateful, 
our 
children are hateful; if we aie 
intolerant, they are intolerant. 
On the other hand, if we g en­ 
uinely treat students with dig ­ 
nity (before they ev en consider 
v iolence), if we show them by 
our actions that g riev ances are 
best handled within the fram e- 
v ork of law, we can lessen or 
eliminate the ag ony of estra­ 
ng ement.

esting corollary on pag e one of 
blamed tlie “emotional emp­ 
tiness of the American home’’ 
for campus um-est, say ing that” 
... refusal of parents, colleg e

students 
‘and affirm their worth as hu­ 
man being s’ 
complicates 
the 
problem,” and leada 
honest. 


searching students to frustra­ 
tion and hostility . As a solu­ 
tion, he recommends a return 
to 
“three 
basic 
premises 
of 
human relations” — patience, 
compassion, and love. 
Patience, Compassion. Lov e. 
The v ery words 
sound 
trite 
and corny in an era that pre­ 
fers to .speak 
of 
“beating .” 
“.squashing ” 
a n d 
“g etting 
toug h.” Yet, as I stated beg ore, 
we hav e no choice. The founda­ 
tion of ev ery state, as Diog enes 
reminds us, is its y outh. 
History 
may 
record 
that 
America ov ercame 
its short­ 
coming s and slreng ihened its 
foundation, or it may record— 
and this is the real “cry ing 
shame”—that the g reatness of 
this natioai was rent by the 
whirlwinds of irrationality and 
hate, that nothing remained, 
in the cany on of time, but the 
sad echo of a civ ilization that 
broug ht trouble upon its owm 
house 
and 
v ery literally in­ 
herited the wind.
